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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the mere fact that the 
sensor of Endo detects the edge of the print medium does not prove that the sensor forms an image of a portion of one of the edges. 
Endo discloses the claimed sensor for reasons provided previously. 

Applicant further states that a blind person can detect the edge of a curb without forming an image of the edge. The examiner sees no 
relation between a blind person and an optical sensor. 

Applicant's citation of a dictionary definition for the word image is noted. This definition, with it's broad language "representative 
reproduction of an object" supports the rejection. Further, extrinsic evidence solely should not be relied upon for claim interpretation. 
Applicant's statement that the specification discloses an imaging array is irrelevant since applicant's sensor and the sensor of the prior 
art both perform imaging in a similar manner. 

Applicant's statement that the examiner has stated that "applicant has defined imaging to be such processing" is simply untrue. The 
examiner never stated that applicant had defined a term in the specification. Rather, the examiner is merely interpreting the claims in 
light of the specification. 

Applicant's argument that Endo does not disclose determining a brightness value is not persuasive for reasons provided previously. 
Applicant argues the combination of Endo and Wen and states that "according to the examiner, one would be motivated to include the 
sensor of Wen in the device of Endo to determine the size of the print medium during image processing". This statement is false. 
Applicant's argument of the combination of Endo and Wen fails to consider the combination. One cannot show nonobviousness by 
attacking references individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 
USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986).. 
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
